MOBNVNQ SESSION. 

The Institue was opened with 
scripture reading and prayer by Rev. 
Settle, of the Methodist Church. 
This was followed by a song, the 
music being led by Prof. G. W. 
Pooler, of South Kentucky College. 
Miss Kate McDaniel, County Super- 
intendent, then welcomed the teach- 
ers in a short but eloquent address. 
The Institute then proceeded to or- 
ganize. Prof. Thorm waB chosen as 
Secretary, Miss Carrie Wood, As 
sistant Secretary

The Superintendent then appointed 
the following as a Committee on Pro- 
gramme: G. V. Donnell, Miss Nan- 
nie Keith and Miss Jennie West. 

Prof. Bartholomew suggested a 
change in the hours devoted to Insti- 
tute work, viz: Begin at 9 and close 
at 12, evening session begin at 2 and 
clone at 4:30 p. m. This plan was 
adopted. 

Prof. Bartholomew then made a 
short talk to the teachers. He spoke 
of the great responsibilities of the 
teacher. There were no limitations 
to the possibilities of his work. His 
main object should not be to make 
intellectual prodigies of his pupils. 
The moral side was too often neg- 
lected in developing the intellectual. 
He urged the teachers present not to 
shirk any work put upon them d ur- 
ing the Institue. He did not think 
they should indulge in puerile criti- 
cisms of each others work. He him- 
self did not come altogether as a 
leader, but as the servant also of the 
Institute, a learner as well as a 
teacher. He asked the hearty co- 
operation of the teachers present; if 
that were given him he felt assured 
the Institute would be a grand suc- 

>8S. 

The Institute then adjourned t > 
meet at 2 o'clock in the evening. 

EVENING SESSION. 

The Institute opened with a song. 
The Battle Hvmn of the Republic," 

music bv Miss . Roll call. 

Prof. Bartholomew then opened the 
discussion on "School Management " 
That teacher, he said, will produce 
the largest results that can control 
himself. We must first learn to con- 
trol ourselves then we can control 
others. No teacher can be an adept 
in school management who does not 
have the faculty of arousing enthusi- 
asm in the pupils. Then the teach- 
er's scholarship should be broad and 
deep. There was no danger of too 
great thoroughness in this direction. 
He must, however, study how to use 
this power skillfully. His great 
work is developing the latent powers 
of the child. In his early experience 
a friend visited his school and con- 
ducted an examination of his pupils. 
To bis great mortification they failed 
miserably. The reason was that he 
had done all the work himself. 
Moral: Never do for the pupil what 
he can do for himself. Another es- 
sential for the teacher was skill in 
management and teaching. Children 
in Borne intuitive way recognize the 
absence or possession of this qualitv 
in their instructor. He related an 
anecdote in support of this. The 
best teachers learn their pupils to 
control themselves. The highest of 
all the teacher's qualifieat'ons isheart 
power. He stands in much the same 
relation to the child that the parent 
does, and should show that same love 
and affection. A certain teacher had 
a girl in his school who was either 
lazy or incompetent, it was hard to 
determine which. The teacher re- 
solved to visit her parents: he found 
there au invalid mother ami six or 
seveu children. All the burden of 
this household was upon this girl. 
She accepted it willingly aud sacri 
(iced herself for their Bakes. Her 
teacher then interested himself in 
her behalf, showing h's sympathy 
so plainly and helping her in so 
many ways that she took heart and 



became the first in her class. The' 
teacher should have the faculty 
of seeing and hearing everything that 

transpires, yet she should nor. seen 
to do so. Do not let the pupil think: 
you are acting the spy on him. Find 
out the leaders in your school. Man- 
age them and the others will be- 
easily controlled. Moral character- 
was all essential to the teacher. 
Children are naturally imitative. If 
they see you do an undignified or * 
mean act what a power of evil yo» 
have wielded, on the other hand the 
manlv, dignified and pure teacher 
carries with him an influence for 
good which will last as long as time- 
itself. 

Prof. Cherry then gave the Insti- 
tute a brief talk in the interest of 
their school at Bowling Green. 

Prof. John Sollee took up the sub- 
ject of "Least Common Multiple anf 
Greatest Common Divisor." He- 
would give a long and thorough drill 
in factoring as an introduction to 
these subiectB. 

Prof. Duffey gave a blackboard 
illustration of bis method of teaching; 
compound numbers. The pupil 
should first learn the different measv 
ures, then the unit of each measure, 
the dollar, pound, etc. |He thougfjfc 
compound numbers should be intro- 
duced after fractions, this was the 
more philosophical method. 

Mrs. Allen then introduced the 
subject, of percentage. She bid 
great stress upon a correct placing of 
the point. She would permit no ab- 
breviated work at first, but would in- 
sist on the different steps being 
worked out in full. 

Prof. Bartholomew spoke of the 
great importance of thoroughness irs 
fundamental work. The pupil shonld 
start right. In beginning the subject 
of percentage he would have the pu- 
pil convert his decimals into common 
fractions in their lowest terms an<f 
the reverse. The Institute then adr 
journed.

MORNING SESSION. 

The session opened with music by t 

, followed by prayer by Rev. 

Mitchell. After the roll call the min- 
utes were read and approved. 

Prof. Bartholomew then addressed ■ 
the Institute. Teachers, in his opin- 
ion, gave undue importance to the- 
means. Let the end be the principal 
object. Child-study is the all-im- 
portant study for the teacher. This- 
should be done from all points of 
view. The teacher who does this wiU 
be successful. Study methods less-., 
the pupil more. The ideal consistedl 
one teacher and one pupil. The s«r> 
ject of psychology was ODe which trie- 
average teacher had not studied at 
all. or it he had had misapplied' h&- 
principles. Teach the child to thibk- 
then how to express that thonrgM. 
Both of great importance. The- in- 
ternal and external. The one follow^ 
ing from the other. None of us Iivet= I 
to nimself. No one dies to himselfi 
When he stood in the presence of * 
little child and thought of the great 
responsibilities resting upon him ae» 
its instructor he was overwhelmed 
We must understand the child's en- 
vironment, its moral, intellectual and' 
spiritual side. Sometimes the mind' 
dominates the bodv; sometimes tbe- 
body the mind. What an immense- 
field opens itself here! Study the 
hild on its intellectual Hide. Your 
vish to introduce the subject of read- 
ng. You must first pass through* 
your consciousness, that which mustf 
pass through the child's mind. TBe- 
teacher must know the ' Alpha" an<> 
"Omega" of t^e subject. Pe must". 
Rim to arouse enthusiasm in the child- 
He must study the subject carefully- 
from the child's standpoint, so as to 
anticipate any difficulty in the child's* 
mind. He could not tell how h*> 
learned his alphabet under the ofrff 
method. This was about as abstrae** 
as any thing in teaching Children 
concrete everything. In teaching 
child do not forget that the internal! 
and external are inseparable. Your 
must maintain in your teaching the- 
relations of these two. The first step 
in reading is to bring the child inr 
contact with real objects, then the 
words and the pictures, the represen 
tatives of the thinfrs themselvesv 
When this is done the child has n> 
his possession the key to the situa- 
tion. The child naturally takes hold" 
of thirgs as a whole: then resolvee- 
them into their parts.

1 Grs, nt were the actionx of a military 
"man, npd were in consonance with his

-> that he was a military genius and a 
vjman of great. determination of charac- 
ter constituted a potential factor in

'Xhe white house telegraph wires 
' caw into ireq.uisition very soon after 
the inauguration of Hayes. He found 
1 jise for them after the railway strikes 
■- and riots of 1877, when he was daily 
i and nightly in correspondence with 
.the troubled districts. After Garfield 
rvraa shot the telegraph was kept busy 
■" for months distributing news about the 
•vdjdnR- president's condition all over the 
Minion. 

President Arthur sent over the same 
■*wires the orders which gave tents, food 
and clothing to the sufferers by the 
"Mteiesippi floods in 1884. 

President Cleveland used the same 
-wire when he sent invitations to ex- 
Senator Thurman and Speaker Car- 
lisle to srisit him at "Red Top," the 
country home where the celebrated 
•revenue reform message of '87 was con- 
ceived and written. The telegraph in- 
strument is an important bit of furni- 
ture at the white house. By means of

vof intelligence with the outside world.

The government owns the circuit 
which connects the executive mansion 
with the capitol and the executive de- 
partments, but there Is no government 
ownership of the wires connecting the 
executive departments with the busi- 
ness world. Each of tha executive de- 
partments has to pay the, annual ex- 
penses of its own telegraphing, and 
they amount to many thousands of dol- 
lars. For example, this government 
paid $50,000 for cablegrams during the 
complication with Chill; and the ex- 
pense was about equally divided be- 
tween the navy and state department*. 
The entire correspondence upon that 
topic was telegraphed in cipher codes 
of the two departments. 

While each of the executive depart- 
ments must pay large annual telegraph 
bills out of its own appropriation, the- 
expense is particularly felt by the state 
department, because all of the diptc- 
matlc correspondence is carried on by 
cablegrams. Inasmnch as the navy 
department uses the cables freely for 
communication with our warships, 
that department expends very nearly as 
much for electric service as the depart- 
ment of state. The secretary of war is 
in constant telegraphic communication 
with the generals commanding our 
military departments, and the expense 
is quite large, but, of course, much lesi 
than either the state or navy depart 
ments. The post ofSce department, in- 
terior department, agricultural depart- 
ment and department of justice hav< 
very little use for the telegraph, as 
compared with the other four depart 
ments, but the treasury depart 
ment usual ly keeps a telegraph opera 
tor busy during every official day, com 
municating with collectors and other 
agents of the big department.

DOGS FOR USE IN WAR 

Some very interesting experiments as 

to the utility of war dogs ware recent- 
ly made in connection with the Dres- 
den international dog show on the 
race course near Dresden, 6ays a foreign 
exchange A company was supposed 
to be covering some transports of 
horses against an Imaginary enemy. 

In order to do this more effectually 
some non -commissioned officers, accom- 
panied by clogs, were sent forward to 
watch the approach of the enemy. 
They advanced about a mile ami a 
quarter, whilst keeping up communi- 
cation with the company by means of 
the dogs. In this way the company 
was kept fully Informed as to the 
movements of the enemy, and could 
atop the transport ol horses in good 
time before the attack. 

The same dogs were also used for 
carrying ammunition to the firing line, 
each dog being provided for this pur- 
pose with a Wad of saddle holding 
about three hundred cartridges. The 
animals will go along the lines, stop- 
ping in front of every man, who takes 
the number o| cartridires 1 he requires. 
When the ammunition is exhausted the 
dog will hurry back to receive a fresh 
supply, and thereupon resume the dis- 
tribution. 

The dogs are also trained to find the 
wounded and attract the attention of 
the ambulance men in various ways, 
some remaining near the man and 
barking until assistance arrives, some 
running off to find an ambulance man 
and lead him to the spot, and others 
taking the man's forage cap or tearing 
away a piece of his clothing and carry- 
ing it to the attendants.

Special Atlanta (Ga.) Letter. 
The A Atlanta Constitution reoently 
Midi "--The meetings to be held in con- 
nection with or attracted here by the 
southern states exposition will be 
- numerous and able, bringing together 
the brightest minds of the country and 
many of the leaders in thought and ac- 
tion in other lands. Of these meetings 
the annual meeting of the Farmers' 
National congress, October 10, 11, 13, 
14, 15 and 18 nest, promises to be the 
widest in its scope and perhaps in its 
influence. This congress is composed 
of delegates appointed by the govern- 
ors of the various states and territories, 




each territory having one delegate and 
each state as many delegates as it hi 
congressmen, and two at large. Many 
not delegates attend the annual meet- 
ings. At the last annual meeting 
thirty-six states were represented by 
delegates and the attendance was from 
1,600 to 2,000. This meeting was attend 
ed hy the president of the National Ed- 
itorial association, who said of it that 
this congress has been characterized hy 
strong sense and the absence of charla- 
tans and fellows with wheels in their 
heads and visionary Utopian schemers. 
It was a much abler congress than the 
one which recently adjourned at Wash- 
ington. At the suggestion of the sec- 
retary of the congress, the British 
provinces, the Central and the South 
American countries and Mexico have 
been invited to send delegates to th< 
meeting in this city, and the invitation! 
have been so generally accepted and 
the delegates are men of such caliber 
that it is safe to say that the meeting 
In this city next October, the first pan- 
Ajj^rican agricultural parliament, will 
be^fe ablest and most dignified agri- 
cultural assemblage in our history. 

The Parmers'' National congress dif- 
fers materially from other agricultural 
organizations. It has neither dues nor 
salaries. It is wedded to eternal pov- 
erty. It is strictly non-political and 
nonpartisan. Hence it offers little to 
attract the demagogue or broken-down 
politilg^u. It does not seek to form a 
new j^fty, but to work through exist- 
ing organisations. Its officers say: 
"The bankers and butchers, the bar- 
bers and bakers meet in organizations 
to further their interests without quar- 
reling about the tariff or trying to 
make a new political party; why should 
not the farmers be able to do the same 
thing?" The American Agriculturist 
says that "the Farmers' National con- 
gress has always asserted its non-par- 
tisan, non-political character, and has 
made its assertion good. To this is 
doubtless owing its great influence 
with law-making bodies." Senator 
Gordon says that it has more influence 
with congress than all other agricul- 
tural organizations combined. As the 
Indiana Farmer says: "Legislators 
often declare that they are ready to 
legislate for the farmers if they know 
what the farmers want, and they seem 
ready to take the resolutions adopted 
by this body as representing the wishes 
of fanners." 

As not all of the foreign governments 
have yet appointed delegates, and as a

Morton will also be present, it is gen- 
erally believed that the voluble secre- 
tary of agriculture will have something 
to say. In speaking of the pan-Ameri- 
can parliament, the Chicago Inter 
Ocean says: "It hardly is necessary to 
say that the Inter Ocean heartily ap- 
proves of the project. Whatsoever 
tends to bring representatives of the 
great agricultural interests of the world 
together is deserving of approval. 
Farming is now a trade of national and 
international relationship to all other 
trades. The Interests of the modern 
farmer are world-wide. Therefore a 
pan-American agricultural parliament 
l not only desirable but necessary."

such a way that the child will realize 
there is a skillful person leading. A 
rude boy attending a lady's school 
gave her much trouble. She studied 
his disposition and found that he had 
a great desire to be doing something. 
She exercised him along this line- 
gave k%p many things outside of his 
regular work to dp. So she, un- 
known to him, acquired great power 
of control over him. 

INTERMISSION. 

Prof. Owen then formed a class of 
young ladies and gave an interesting 
drill in calisthenics. 

Prof. Armer opened the discussion 
on geography. There was, he said, 
a bewildering number of methods in 
teaching geography. Would use the 
question and answer method- Occa- 
sional excursions in the .hands of a 
skillful teacher was a good plan to 
aroqap interest — so written essays, 
imaginary journeys. Constant re- 
views should be had to keep the ever 
accumulating stock fresh. 

Prof.Hopson thought geography 
was relatively about sixth in value of 
the common school studies. Not 
much time should be given to it in 
the primary grades. Geography and 
history must go hand in hand. 

Prof. Donnel would devote much 



time to this work In the primary 
grade. The children were easily in 
terested in this stage.,;- He found 
map drawing a great ai<L „ 

Prof. Cherry found this I dry sub 
ject in his first years »t school.' With 
the mould board the pupil would get 
a much clearer idea' of the physical 
features of the continent. After a 
rain the observing teacher might find 
and point out in any gully many 
physical features, such as capes, 
mountains, rivers, etc. Geography is 
a great study to enlarge one's views 
and to cultivate the imagination. He 
would not ask his pupils such ques- 
tions as what kind of a climate has 
California? But having learned 
them what effects climate, such as 
latitude, altitude, ocean currents, pre- 
vailing winds and so fourth, would 
let them determine the climate for 
themselves. 

Prof. Bartholomew said charity be- 
gan at home; so should the study of 
geography, but should not end there. 
Showed how the use of the mould 
box in the hands of the unskilful 
teacher might be misleading. A cer- 
tain boy be asked to define a moun- 
tain, said sand in a box. 

Here the teachers were requested 
to ask questions on any points relat- 
ing to their work.

HOW TO K ILL S QUIRRELS. 

Sew Method of Otermlnattne; the Peat 
Discovered by a Spokane Man. 

A. T. Church, of Spokane, has dta- 
:overed a sure way of exterminating 
the arch enemy of the Washington 
farmer— the ground squirrel. 

Mr. Church's method of extermina- 
tion, aays the Tribune of that city, 
eomes under three important discover- 
ies which he has made by a close ob- 
servation of the ground squirrel's 
habits. 

1. lie has discovered that a squirrel 
won't dhjr out of a hole if any obstruc- 
tion is in the way, so he won t have to 
dig through jsolid ground. 

8. A squirrel will not dig into a hole 
If it is obstructed so as to make his en- 
trance difficult. 

3. A squirrel will not traverse any ex- 
tent of territory if he is not sure that 
there are plenty of holes in which he 
can hide if he is pursued. 

In the vicinity of Mr. Church's place 
he has filled all the squirrel holes with 
briar bushes, and for a distance of ten 
rods the. squirrels have entirely disap- 
peared. If briar bushes are not handy, 
Mr. Church says a wad of paper will 
answer the purpose just as well. Mr. 
Church has examined the results of 
killing squirrels with powder, sulphur
